The prior art does not disclose or suggest the claimed combination of depositing 
a deposition in a recess portion from a deposition tool electrode by processing a metal 
body as a workpiece of an electric spark machine opposed to the deposition tool 
electrode, and eliminating a portion of the deposition by a pulsing electronic discharge 
between the portion and a hard electrode in an electrically insulating liquid or gas, in a 
manner as defined in claim 22.
